The United States 
followed the British policy, however, without 
British flexibility. Eden stated the British policy 
thus: 
"We've tried, for example, to prove our desire 


for friendship with Egypt. We made an agree­ 
ment and withdrew' from the Canal Zone. We 
made another agreement about the Sudan. We 
hoped that these would lead to a new spirit in our 
relations with Egypt. Some people say we’ve gone 
much too far in conciliation, that we gave up too 
much, that we have been weak where we should 
have been strong.

than a month ago an important 
statement was issued 
by 
100 


prominent lawyers from thirty- 
one states, but, due to the pre­ 
occupation of almost everybody 
with the Presidential campaign, 
its significance was -overlooked. 
The statement was an obvious 


attempt to answer the "South­ 
ern 
Manifesto”— the 
document 


previously issued by 100 or more 
members of Congress who ex­ 
pressed criticism of the decision 
of the Supreme Court of the 
United States on the segregation 
question. 
But the 100 lawyers, while dis­ 
claiming any such purpose, struck 
a blow at freedom of discussion 
and the right of citizens to ex­ 
press dissent from the opinions 
of the Supreme Court.

HYPNOSIS IN ANESTHESIA 


Words have long bren recognized as exerting 


a tremendous influence on human behavior.' R ud- 
yard Kipling once remarked, "Words are the most 
powerful drug used by mankind.” 
Dr. Milton Marmer, University of California 


School of Medicine, draws attention to the value 
of hypnosis in anesthesia in an article in the Jour­ 
nal of the American Medical Association in which 
he states that hypnosis can be a valuable addition 
to the methods used by anesthetists and that it is 
unfortunate the application of the principles of 
this technique has been almost completely neg­ 
lected in present-day practice. 
It is an odd fact that hypnotism first drew 


attention to the possibility of surgery without 
pain and thus paved the way for the acceptance 
of ether and chloroform. 
Then, the more chemi­ 
cal anesthesia increased in efficiency, the less 
significant hypnotism became as a means of an­ 
esthesia. 
By 1860. mesmerism and surgery had 


parted company. 
This was unfortunate because 


many reports on the successful use of hypnosis 
had been reported, especially from Dr. James 
Esdaile, in India, who had used it in several thou­ 
sand operations, removal of tumors and cataracts. 
"Although in the past ten years new interest 


in the use of hypnosis has become evident, anes­ 
thetists as a rule are still more comfortable when 
they use drugs than when they employ the less 
familiar psychological techniques. 
However, if 


physicians understood more clearly what hypno­ 
sis is and what can be expected of it, I believe 
that it would be used much more widely and ef­ 
fectively. 
It is the only means of anesthesia that 


carries no danger for the patient. 
Hypnotism 


raises the patient’s threshhold to pain. 
Actually, 


perfect anesthesia should be obtained by employ­ 
ing hypnosis in conjunction with chemical agents. 
Hypnosis can be a pleasant experience, involving 
no tension or apprehension. 
It can be maintained 


for long periods and terminated at will, and it has 
the superlative advantage of placing no extra 
load on the circulatory’, respiratory, liver and 
kidney systems.” 
There are as many ways of producing hypno­ 
sis and as many ideas to explain its nature , as 
there are hypnotists, but most authorities favor 
the theory that the mesmeric state is a condi­ 
tion of "exaggerated suggestibility.” 
The hypno­ 
tist has neither a secret power or a mysterious 
gift. 
Anyone can learn to hypnotize but use -of 


the technique should be restricted to trained and 
competent practitioners. 
Patients vary in their susceptibility to hypno­ 
sis in the same way that they differ in their re­ 
sponses to drugs or other medical treatment. The 
best hynotic subjects are ordinary, normal peo­ 
ple, the more intelligent and imaginative, the bet­ 
ter. 
It is practically impossible to hypnotize an 


idiot.

20 German young men with his 
M l in a few wild seconds of 
slaughter. Now he was no longer 
even 
skeptic 
but 
a 
religious 


youth slaughtering strangers of 
his own age on a foreign shore 
without hatred, but without sor­ 
row, because they were trying to 
kill him. He didn't fear death, 
but he felt that if he died every­ 
thing would be all right. And 
his mother back in Florida was 
driving a school bus to eke out 
his Army ’ allowance.” 
Last year back in Anzio he 


verified his kill, which had been 
marked down to nine in 
the 


Army's official account. He also 
captured 17. Jimm y went as a 
delegate to a polyglot conference 
of veterans on many generali­ 
ties. He refused to pose with a 
R ussian veteran and he snubbed 
a proposal to abandon the atom 
bomb. He decided that the other 
countries of the world were, in 
the southern term, a sorry lot 
and, though he felt compassion 
he came back loving his home­ 
land all the more.

No 
case could be brought before the 
court unless some citizen takes 
the chance of "disobeying” or 
I "resisting” 
the 
first 
decision. 


This is done in order to get clari­ 
fication of the court's first deci­ 
sion or to make sure it covers 
the additional facts or circum­ 
stances that may be cited in a 
new’ case. 
This is in line with what has 


happened again and again in 
American history. 
Perhaps the 


most notable example in the vig­ 
orous campaign carried on in 
the court of public opinion by 


World 
Council 
of 
Churches, 


spoke of Mr. Corwin’s views as 
a 
"sweeping 
indictment” 
and 


made 
several 
lectures 
and 


speeches on the subject criti­ 
cizing the court. He quoted ap­ 
provingly the statement of Dean 
Luther 
Allan 
Weigle, 
another 


prominent 
churchman. 
past 


president of the Federal Council 
of Churches and dean emeritus 
of Yale 
Divinity 
School, 
who 


called the court’s interpretation 
of the First Amendment "unture” 
and "a falsification of history 
produced by methods of hand­ 
ling evidence which would shame 
any 
competent 
graduate 
stu­ 
dent,” Mr. Weigle said: 
"In its declaration of what 


the First Amendment means to­ 
day, the court is making law. 
That may be one of its functions, 
but the falsification of history 
with w’hich it attempts to sup­ 
port the new interpretation can­ 
not command respect.” 
Certainly 
these 
churchmen 


had a right to utter this dissent. 
Justice Black, in referring to the 
public campaign against the first 
decision, said in the 1952 opin­ 
ion of the Supreme Court:

Stevenson and Kefauver 
made an exhausting campaign. 
Kefauver’s part may be remem­ 
bered less for what he said than 
for his handshaking. Stevenson 
made as many speeches a day to 
as many groups as he could.

While doing so, he was making 


pretty much 
the

over and over. He spent much of 
his time 
rephrasing to make 


the same speech sound better the 
next time. 
If he had made no more than 


one speech a day and had gone 
into details on his criticims and 
programs, he might have done 
better. Instead, he talked mostly 
in generalities. 
It may be said Vice President 


Nixon ran around like Stevenson 
and Kefauver. He did. And he 


I had just one basic speech which 
! he changed around to suit each 
! different situation. But there’s 
1 no evidence he added anything 


to Eisenhower’s victory.

Looking through the Kingston 
Freeman and Journal of Friday 
February 1, 19 24 there is a cov­ 
erage of the Hasbrouck estate 
claim after the bridge was built 
across the creek.
